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Truth or Consequences 

OCDA prosecutors kill attempted-murder case rather than reveal embarrassing evidence about their snitches 
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U p until Sept. 22, Santa Ana 

defense attorney Renee Garcia 
had waited more than 400 
days for the Orange County 
district attorney’s office (OCDA) to fully 
obey pretrial ethical rules about sharing 
evidence in an attempted murder case. 
Garcia wanted prosecutor Beth Costello to 
turn over records of 
informants who’d 
aided the govern¬ 
ment in what turned 
out to be a prob¬ 
lematic solicitation- 
of-murder case 
against Garcia’s cli¬ 
ent, Joseph Govey. 
The massive con¬ 
sumption of time 
included six months 
of Costello repeat¬ 
edly assuring Gar¬ 
cia she would surrender the evidence but 
reneging each time. Realizing she was being 
stonewalled, the lawyer wrote three separate 
motions to Superior Court Judge Thomas M. 
Goethals in hopes of compelling production 
of the records. 

With Goethals favoring Garcia’s posi¬ 
tion, Costello declared at a May 16 hearing 
she’d been mistaken: There were, after 
all, no files whatsoever—especially on 
Alexander Frosio. He’s one of the prosecu¬ 
tion’s key snitches and a serial residential 
burglar whom other inmates say worked 
at the request of Orange County Sheriff’s 
Department (OCSD) deputies to plant 
“happy cards”—mail laced with heroin—in 
targeted inmates’ cells. Exactly three weeks 
later, Garcia showed the prosecutor gotcha 
evidence. In a different ongoing case in 
the same courthouse, Larry Yellin—one of 
Costello’s colleagues—admitted the agency 
possessed a 3-inch-thick stack of Frosio- 
related informant records. 

The development drove Costello back 
to her original stance that there had been 
evidence all along, and she was now work¬ 
ing to provide it to Garcia. The prosecutor 
explained the flip-flopping at that point by 
saying she’d been too busy on other cases 
to focus. 

Yet, precisely three weeks later, 

Costello—who’d then been assigned the 
Govey case for 815 days—flip-flopped on 
her previous flip-flop. She claimed again 
that no Frosio files existed and explained 
to Goethals that Yellin’s declaration to the 
contrary “was new” to her. On that very 
day, one floor down in the county’s central 
courthouse, Frosio testified before Judge 
William R. Froeberg in another case that 
he’d been ordered by OCSD deputies to 
memorialize his extensive snitching in writ¬ 


ing and had given the records to officers. 

It’s difficult to imagine Costello’s alleged 
confusion about this rat’s activities. She is 
the person prosecuting Frosio—who is fac¬ 
ing six felony counts and California’s Three 
Strikes law—and is, at least partially, in 
charge of his informant benefits. And she’s 
part of a year-long OC scandal that has seen 
District Attorney Tony Rackauckas’ office 
go to extreme lengths to keep evidence 
away from defense attorneys. 

Costello’s oral gymnastics on the Govey 
case have been particularly convoluted. By 
the time of an Aug. 29 hearing with Goeth¬ 
als, she had returned to admitting the Fro¬ 
sio records existed, but said she “honestly” 
hadn’t known about them until that point. 
The exasperated judge remarked he’d 
previously been “stern” about his orders to 
obey discovery rules. 

“Right,” replied the prosecutor, who still 
hadn’t surrendered the records to Garcia. 
“And I think we’ve made a lot of progress.” 

At that hearing, Costello told Goethals 
she possessed “two binders” containing 
Frosio’s informant documents and her legal 
assistant was in the process of scanning the 
material for surrender to the defense. The 
judge wanted to know if the size of the files 
matched the 3 inches shown to Froeberg in 
his chambers three months earlier. 

“No, no, no,” replied the prosecutor. “It 
wouldn’t be even half of an inch.” 

Incredibly, Costello still wasn’t done 
flip-flopping on her flip-flops. She obvi¬ 
ously did not want Garcia to learn the 
contents of the Frosio files and potentially 
undermine the validity of the government’s 
case against Govey, who acknowledges he 
was a member of the white-supremacist 
Public Enemy Number One Death Squad 
decades ago. The prosecutor needed an 
excuse to continue her herculean stalling 
charade, and thanks to her colleagues, she 
had plenty of options. 

Under attack all year by Assistant Public 
Defender Scott Sanders, who’d revealed 
extensive government cheating in high- 
profile gang and murder cases, OCDA 
prosecutors have spent 2014 offering lame, 
ridiculous or downright dishonest expla¬ 
nations for not surrendering exculpatory 
evidence to their courtroom opponents. 
For example, veteran Deputy DA Erik 
Petersen insisted he didn’t understand 
what first-year law students know about 
discovery obligations. Homicide-unit 
director Dan Wagner claimed he hadn’t 
been interested enough to become thor¬ 
oughly aware of collected evidence in his 
People v. Scott Dekraai, a pending death- 
penalty case involving Sanders. Still other 
prosecutors, too numerous to name, sim¬ 
ply provided inaccurate statements that 


records didn’t exist or had been lost. 

Marc Rozenberg—an often-cantankerous 
senior OCDA manager known for eagerly 
piling on charges to intimidate suspects— 
won the award for creatively solving discov¬ 
ery failures in two Santa Ana murder cases. 
In late September, Rozenberg offered Isaac 
John Palacios, the defendant in both kill¬ 
ings, a sweetheart deal: If Palacios allowed 
him to close both cases before trial—one 
by dropping the charges entirely, the other 
by getting a second-degree guilty plea—the 
punishment would be probation with no 
prison time. The killer accepted and hours 
later walked out of the Orange County Jail. 

Though she had that smorgasbord of 
excuses and maneuverings as options for 
her next stall tactic against Garcia in the 
Govey case, Costello became even more 
inventive. While at the Aug. 29 hearing she 
told Goethals she had “seen” the Frosio 
files, September brought yet another ver¬ 
sion. She claimed she never bothered to 
look at the files. With Goethals’ patience 
running out, the prosecutor proved her 
overarching priority wasn’t the attempted- 
murder case, but maintaining secrecy of 
the files, which contain at least one docu¬ 
ment wrecking Frosio’s trustworthiness as 
an informant. 

On Sept. 22, the prosecutor entered 
court and shocked Garcia. Rather than obey 
Goethals’ orders, Costello decided to vol¬ 
untarily dismiss the 128-week-old charges 
of solicitation of murder, attempted murder 
and street terrorism against Govey. Costello 
vigorously disputes she has played discov¬ 
ery games. “Documents were never hid¬ 
den,” she said. “The records [that were not 
turned over] are irrelevant or, we strongly 
feel, involve informant safety issues more 
important than the case.” 


Garcia disagrees and continues to chal¬ 
lenge remaining, less-serious charges 
stemming from a wild, high-speed chase 
in August 2011 involving Govey, a U-Haul 
truck and the Huntington Beach Police 
Department (HBPD) whirlybird, HB -1 . 
Law-enforcement snitches—Frosio, Carl 
Johnson Jr. and Arthur Palacios—worked 
to reduce or eliminate their own prison 
punishments by claiming Govey also sought 
to have a longtime HBPD snitch, Marcel 
Irizarry (a.k.a. Solo), killed. But the thought 
of sharing supportive records paralyzed 
Costello and the OCDA. Garcia told OC 
Weekly the evidence hiding “represents a 
pattern of misconduct” by prosecutors who 
“are cutting corners left and right.” 

The 49-year-old Govey is an intense, col¬ 
orful character, with a husky 5-foot-8-inch 
frame and scars from an unsuccessful Aryan 
Brotherhood-ordered murder attempt on 
him during a Pelican Bay State Prison stint 
years ago. Given his numerous encounters 
with law enforcement, he believes prosecu¬ 
tors, deputies and gang cops are as danger¬ 
ous as, if not more than, street hoodlums. 
His jailers have repeatedly placed him in 
housing situations he says jeopardized his 
life, then ignored his protests. 

When Costello dismissed the charges, 
Govey said he thought, “It’s cool that balo¬ 
ney got dropped.” But he quickly realized 
the impetus of the OCDA decision had 
been nefarious. He wants to know what 
they are hiding. “Now, when I look back at 
it, it makes me mad that they did all this shit 
to me in the first place,” he said. “I’m glad 
[charges were dropped], but I’m pissed off.” 

Costello doesn’t want Govey to get 
too excited, saying, “He’s still facing life 
[in prison].”

Three decades ago, Disney lost a lawsuit after 
throwing out two gay men for dancing together. 
Today, it’s 100 percent FA A A-BULOUS!

r wo young men are walking down Disneyland’s 
Main Street on a chilly September evening, 
holding hands. The older one is wearing a flam¬ 
boyant blue kimono with a dragon emblazoned 
on the back. He shows no signs of nervousness as he tries 
to comfort his companion, who’s dressed simply in a pair 
of pants and a shirt. Escorted by half a dozen security 
guards, they make their way toward the park’s entrance. 

The guards are unhappy, their faces stern. They direct 
the two men to the office, located next to the entrance 
gate, just inside the park. It’s dark out, and most of the 
crowd—younger couples out on a Saturday-night date- 
are still deep inside Disneyland. But the night is over for 
this pair. 

The date is Sept. 13,1980, and 18-year-old Andrew 
Exler and 17-year-old Shawn Elliott are about to be 
thrown out of the park because they wanted to dance. 
With each other. 

isneyland hasn’t always been the carefree and 
inclusive international tourist destination it 
is today. For nearly three decades, from its 
opening in 1955 to the mid-1980s, Disneyland 
was such a supreme arbiter of the nuclear American fam¬ 
ily that men and women weren’t even allowed to dance 
alone or with members of their same sex. 

Gays were allowed in the park, yes, but they weren’t 
allowed to be “out,” to express their full identity. That 
act of civil disobedience by Exler and Elliott resulted in 
their expulsion from the park. What followed were mul¬ 


tiple years-long legal battles ultimately resulting in gays 
winning the right to dance. Although Disneyland fought 
strenuously to prevent the likes of Exler and Elliott from 
exercising that right, the company is now among the 
most tolerant corporations when it comes to queer cus¬ 
tomers, with Gay Nights and Gay Days among the largest 
unofficial events at the park each year. 

And it’s all because of those two young men who 
couldn’t stand being second-class citizens and being 
denied their simple desire to dance together. 

Exler, who legally changed his name to Crusader in 
1995, and Elliott weren’t the first couple to be tossed out 
of Disneyland. In fact, they arrived at the park expecting 
to be thrown out. They intended to challenge its 19508- 
era dance policy, which prohibited same-sex couples for 
fear that someone might try to cut in or start a fight. Cru¬ 
sader heard about the policy from lesbian friends who 
were thrown out of the park a year earlier, and when he 
called Disneyland days before his visit, officials told him 
that if he showed up and danced with another boy, he 
would indeed be removed from the park. 

Crusader and Elliott arrived early in the evening, dis¬ 
counted Date Night tickets in hand. They were intent 
on enjoying at least part of their visit before trying to get 
thrown out. “We wanted to have a good time,” Crusader 
says, “but we also had to make sure it was done properly 
and legally, or we wouldn’t have standing [to challenge 
the policy].” 

Despite press accounts at the time stating otherwise, 
Crusader and Elliott were never romantically involved; 



rather, they were good friends who met while volunteering 
together at an LGBT help line. Nonetheless, once inside 
the park, they played the part, visiting various rides and 
attractions just as most couples their age would have. They 
walked up Main Street hand in hand, pausing at Great 
Moments With Mr. Lincoln to watch the animatronic pres¬ 
ident orate on the importance of individual freedoms. They 
rode on Space Mountain and took a tour of Tomorrowland 
on the PeopleMover, their arms around each other. 

As Crusader remembers it, none of the mostly teen¬ 
age crowd even noticed. Eventually, the pair arrived at 
Tomorrowland Terrace, where a disco dance party was 
being held for the Date Night promotion. 

“It felt like there was a lot of security there,” Crusader 
says. “I grew up in Anaheim, and I’ve been going to Dis¬ 
neyland since I was 6 years old. I had never seen so much 
security, and they were all wearing jackets and earpieces.” 

Crusader and Elliott waited and watched the dancers 
for a few moments before joining the crowd. The dance 
floor entrance was guarded, but when some security per¬ 
sonnel left, the pair walked forward, bypassing a single 
female guard, ignoring her protests. They made their way 
to the center of the dance floor and, just as everyone else, 
began fast-dancing to the disco music. 

One minute passed. Then another. By the third minute, 
half a dozen security guards were making their way to 
the dance floor. By the fourth, Crusader and Elliott were 
surrounded. One guard stepped in between the pair, who 
continued dancing, moving around the bewildered sentry

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as if they hadn’t noticed he was there. 

Security told the two to ask girls to 
dance with them. Crusader said they 
didn’t know any. 

Eventually the guards led Crusader and 
Elliott off the floor and to a side room in 
Tomorrowland, where they were inter¬ 
rogated about their motives. Afterward, 
they were marched down Main Street to 
the main security office. Instead of being 
kicked out of the park, they were given an 
ultimatum: They could stay, but only if they 
agreed to stop dancing together. 

When they refused, they were escorted 
to an exit gate. Their hands were marked 
with Xs that glowed under ultraviolet light 
to make sure they couldn’t get back in. 

“You can come back any time, but 
you can’t come back tonight,” Crusader 
remembers being told. 

Once outside the park, the pair 
was ecstatic. 

“We were literally high-fiving [each 
other],” Crusader says. They headed 
directly to an LGBT support center in Gar¬ 
den Grove where both served as volunteers. 
But when they arrived, they were met with 
only lukewarm optimism. Several of the 
volunteers disagreed with their means: 
Why go after Disneyland, one of the most 
powerful businesses in Orange County? 
Others feared that backlash from the suit 
would push Orange County even further to 
the right. Everyone seemed to realize how 
difficult the case would become. 

Ten days after Crusader and Elliott were 
disinvited from Disneyland, they filed suit 
in Orange County Superior Court, alleging 
they had been discriminated against due to 
their sexual orientation, illegal under Cali¬ 
fornia’s Unruh Civil Rights Act, a 1959 law 
written by Jesse M. Unruh that barred busi¬ 
nesses from discriminating based on sex, 
race, religion or sexual orientation, as well 
as another half-dozen protected classes. 

Crusader and Elliott had enlisted the 
help of Ronald Talmo, then-director of the 
Orange County branch of the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU), to serve as 
their lawyer. 

Only 29 years old, Talmo agreed to rep¬ 
resent the two without a second thought. 
“[I took the case] because I was young,” an 
exuberant Talmo, now in his 60s, says.“It’s 
funny: A number of the older lawyers that 
I looked up to and talked to said, Yeah, 

I read about your case, Ron. You know 
you’re going to lose, right? No judge is 
going to let you win that case.’” 

Although the ACLU declined to take 
the case, Talmo agreed to be the young 
men’s lawyer through his private practice. 
Word of the lawsuit spread quickly, and 
when Talmo called a press conference 
to announce the case in late September 
1980, a standing-room-only crowd of 
reporters filled a room in the county’s 
Hall of Administration. 

“[The press conference] was fun,” 
Talmo says. “It’s not like anyone was mur¬ 
dered, like anyone was cut in half. It was

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just these two young guys who weren’t 
allowed to dance.” 

Crusader had notified as many publi¬ 
cations as he could of his plan to dance 
at Disneyland that night. He says most 
reporters didn’t believe he would be 
thrown out, except for the Los Angeles 
Times’ Patt Morrison, who told the two to 
call her at her home if they were removed 
and later covered the story extensively. 

“Here is this kid, this teenager to take 
on Disneyland,” Morrison recalls 30 years 
later. “Gay issues were pretty much off the 
radar at that point, except for the people 
for whom they were an active concern.” 

The media reaction, while bemused, 
didn’t reflect much optimism that the case 
would succeed in changing Disneyland’s 
policy. Since its inception in 1955, the park 
had attracted numerous lawsuits, mostly 
involving personal injury claims, but had 
yet to lose a single jury trial. 

“They wished me good luck,” Talmo 
remembers, laughing. “One of the ques¬ 
tions I got asked was would I be appeal¬ 
ing. I hadn’t even gone to trial yet.” 

The trial didn’t start well for Talmo. 
First, a judge refused his motion for a 
preliminary injunction that would have 
barred Disneyland from stopping gay 
guests from dancing. Talmo appealed the 
decision, losing a year later in San Ber¬ 
nardino Appellate Court. 

Talmo also filed a motion for summary 
judgment against Disneyland, asking for 
a judge to decide the facts of the case and 
make a judgment before trial. That was 
also denied. 

In 1984, four years after Talmo filed the 
lawsuit on behalf of Crusader and Elliott, 
the case finally went before a jury. 

By that time, Crusader and Elliott had 
dropped their demands for damages in 


a strategic move to not require a jury. 
Disneyland moved to have the case tried 
before one anyway, and the trial would 
ultimately proceed under a compromise: 

A jury would hear the case, but its deci¬ 
sion would be non-binding. A judge 
would ultimately decide whether Dis¬ 
neyland had infringed on Crusader’s and 
Elliott’s rights. 

In court, Talmo and Crusader looked 
vastly outgunned. They sat at the coun¬ 
sel table, scribbling notes back and 
forth. (Elliott shunned the spotlight and 
declined to appear in court during trial.) 

In contrast, Disneyland’s defense relied on 


shock and awe. The park hired LA-based 
attorney William “Bill” Bitting, a charis¬ 
matic UCLA graduate who had spent time 
on the football field. He was tall and wide, 
with a chiseled chin and all-American 
demeanor. He brought with him two 
additional lawyers from his firm, a young 
woman and a young man, both roughly 
Talmo’s age. During the trial, Disney even 
offered to bus the jury to the park, so they 
could see the dance floor. The judge put a 
stop to that. 

Dozens of older, conservative, white 
Orange County citizens—the exact kind 
of people Talmo wanted to avoid—went

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through the selection process. Potential 
jurors came and went, and 10 of them 
were rejected because the judge decided 
they could not be unbiased. One potential 
juror flat-out asked Talmo if he were gay, 
fearing the trial was an effort of some out- 
of-town advocacy group. 

“I’m looking at this young boy here,” 
the juror told Talmo. “He doesn’t have 
money to hire a lawyer, so I figure you’re 
behind this whole thing.” 

After jury selection finished, the rest of 
the trial proceeded swiftly. Talmo called 
only one witness: Crusader. Disney called 
five— Disneyland’s then-president Dick 
Nunis (who attempted to convey to the 
jury what Walt Disney would have felt 
before being censured by the judge) and 
head of security Ike Isaacson, plus three 
character witnesses to talk about how 
wholesome and fun the park was. In all, 
the trial lasted less than a week. 

On the day of the verdict, spectators 
filled the aisles as camera shutters flut¬ 
tered. Staff from throughout Talmo’s firm, 
as well as Crusader’s mother and her co¬ 
workers, were in the room. Other judges 
left their chambers to come watch the 
verdict be read. In this particular case, the 
jury only provided an advisory role. Specif¬ 
ically, the judge gave the jury a list of ques¬ 
tions to answer—such as “Is Disney’s policy 
discriminatory?” and “Was Exler expelled 
because he danced with another man?” 

The judge would weigh those answers 
before making his ruling. 

“The jury comes in, and they start read¬ 
ing,” Talmo recalls. “They... sided with us 
on every directive we asked.” According to 
Talmo, the judge didn’t even bother thank¬ 
ing the jurors for their time before he made 
his ruling: “I agree; that’s my verdict.” 

The courtroom was in complete shock. 
Because he’d already lost every motion 
leading up to the trial, Talmo had resigned 
himself to losing the case. He leapt to his 
feet, wrapping his arms quickly around 
Crusader before leaving the plaintiff’s 
table to embrace his wife and celebrate 
with his business partners and employees 
while Crusader hugged his mother. 

When Talmo returned to the plain¬ 
tiff’s desk, he broke down sobbing into 


his hands. The court’s clerk got up and 
walked to the witness stand, where the 
court kept a tissue box. She retrieved it 
and placed it in front of Talmo. His busi¬ 
ness partner declared the rest of the day a 
holiday and invited everyone in the build¬ 
ing to a victory party. 

As the jury filtered out, the forewoman, 
a young Buena Park high-school teacher, 
stopped to pat Talmo triumphantly on the 
back. “How do you feel about your Orange 
County juries now?” she asked. 

espite the victory, the case 
had been an ordeal not only 
for Talmo, but for Crusader 
and Elliott as well. They’d 
expected to receive monetary or moral 
support from the LGBT community, and 
none had been forthcoming. 

“The players in the gay community 
didn’t even support us,” Crusader says. 
“They were against us.” 

Some activists told the three they 
should drop the suit, that they were set¬ 
ting back the gay-rights movement 10 to 
20 years. During jury selection, a potential 
juror—a single man in his 50s who had 
never been married and lived in Laguna 
Beach when it was Orange County’s gay 
center—told the lawyers he thought Cru¬ 
sader and Elliott were being too public 
at the park. A lesbian ACLU staff lawyer 
contacted Talmo to tell him he was mak¬ 
ing a mistake. 

“I was the goddamned volunteer lawyer 
running the ACLU in Orange County—12 
hours a week, doing it for years,” Talmo 
says. “Then a staff lawyer calls me and 
tells me I’m going to set back the cause.... 
It’s not something a lawyer takes lightly.” 

The lack of support caused problems 
during the early phases of the case. With 
no backing from the ACLU, Crusader and 
Elliott attempted to raise money to cover 
his costs, hosting a modestly successful 
wine-and-cheese reception and fund-rais¬ 
ers at restaurants. After losing the appeal 
for an immediate injunction that would 
have forced Disneyland to allow same- 
sex couples to dance together, Crusader 
nearly had to drop the case because of a

lack of funds. Fortunately, Talmo agreed 
to continue the case pro bono. 

Talmo says he received a death threat 
against his family—his wife and then-2- 
year-old daughter—that was connected to 
his involvement in the case and lost out on 
a chance to become a full-time professor 
at Western State University College of Law 
in 1983 because of how public it was. 

However, after the trial finished, Talmo 
successfully sued for $25,000 in lawyer’s 
fees for his hundreds of hours of work. In 
1985—after he had won—he was invited to 
join the Western State faculty. 

Even the reaction from the gay commu¬ 
nity and the ACLU changed completely. 

“I won the 1986-1987 ACLU civil-rights 
award,” Talmo says, laughing, “specifically 
for the Exler case.” 


he Disneyland Resort’s 19508- 
era charm remains evident 
today, especially on Main Street, 
but the park is much more open: 
the young, the old, the gay, the tattooed— 
everyone is welcome at the park. The reg¬ 
ulations for entry now are more along the 
lines of “don’t confuse people by dressing 
as a Disney character” than “don’t dance 
with someone you love.” Attitudes toward 
gay attendees in the parks began to warm 
in the late 1980s. Though Crusader and 
Talmo had won their case in 1984, Disney¬ 
land stressed that the victory only applied 
to Crusader and Elliott and that any same- 
sex pair who danced together in the park 
would still be bounced. 

Disney prepared to appeal the ruling 
but stopped after Talmo won another case 
in front of the California Supreme Court. 
In that case, Koire v. Metro Car Wash, the 
court ruled that discriminatory policies 
were illegal, regardless of whether they 


made business sense. In 1985, Disneyland 
quietly changed its dance policy to allow 
same-sex couples after 28 years of barring 
them. At the time, the company said the 
change was because of requests from teen¬ 
age patrons drawn by Videopolis, a Top 40 
dance club. 

“We try to be responsive to feedback 
we get from our guests,” Disneyland 
spokesman Al Flores told the LA Times. 
“Videopolis brings in a lot of teenage kids, 
and we see a lot of situations where two 
girls come together and want to dance 
and ask to. We have always said no, but we 
changed our minds.” 

For a time, it seemed as if the story on 
gay dancing in Disneyland had ended. 
Then, in late 1988, three gay men were 
bounced from the park for slow-dancing 
with one another. They had fast-danced 
for an hour before slow music came on, but 
when it was time to slow dance, they were 
told to leave. Lambda Legal, a civil-rights 
organization that litigates cases relating to 
LGBT causes, quickly picked up the case. 

The three men dropped the suit—which 
was modeled nearly exactly on Crusader 
and Elliott’s—when Disneyland offered to 
pledge it would no longer discriminate on 
the basis of sexual orientation. 

In 1989, nine years after Crusader had 
been expelled, he returned to Disneyland 
with a group of eight male couples to dance. 
No one bothered them the entire night. 

As American society gradually warmed 
to gays in the 1990s, Disney did as well, 
moving from passively allowing gays in its 


parks to actively supporting them. 

While in 1978, Disneyland executives 
canceled all live music and capped atten¬ 
dance after they realized the Los Angeles 
Bar and Restaurant Association (also 
known as the Tavern Guild), who had 
rented the park for a private event, was 
actually made up of gay restaurants and 
bars, in December 1993, the Walt Disney 
Co. sponsored an AIDS charity event—a 
performance of A laddin —produced by 
Matt Sterling, a major gay-porn producer. 

By 1991, Gay and Lesbian Days had 
already been hosted at Disney World 
in Florida, as LGBT friends decided to 
attend the parks together, all wearing red 
shirts, on the first Saturday in June. The 
organizers there spread the word through 
gay clubs and community centers, attract¬ 
ing between 1,000 and 1,500 attendees 
its first year. Today, Gay Days Orlando 
attracts more than 150,000 attendees. 

Disneyland’s Gay Days, held the first 
weekend of October, grew out of Disney 
World’s tradition. Eddie Shapiro and 
Jeffrey Epstein, Gay Days Anaheim’s co¬ 
founders and -producers attended Gay 
Days Orlando. They enjoyed it, but despite 
the good time, Shapiro and Epstein found 
the experience a little disjointed. Orlando’s 
event had grown from multiple indepen¬ 
dent productions. Anyone can plan a Gay 
Days event in Orlando that weekend, and 
there’s no organization behind them. 

“We noticed that all of the Gay Days 
functions were separate from the park,” 
Shapiro says. “There were plenty of 
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people who would go down there just 
to be part of the party, but who would 
never step foot in the park. Most of the 
scheduled events were off-property. We 
decided, ‘Wouldn’t it be fun to bring this 
down here to Disneyland, but make it 
more about Disney?’” 

The first Gay Days Anaheim took place 
in 1998, but it wasn’t the first gay-centric 
event to take place at the park. For years 
beforehand, a now-defunct event-pro¬ 
duction company called Odyssey Tours 
rented the park after-hours once a year 
to host a gay night. Though the event was 
never billed as a gay-specific event, por¬ 
tions of the proceeds were earmarked 
to go to an AIDS charity, and LGBT fans 
flocked to the parks. But not everyone was 
happy with the events. 

“Not all of the rides were open,” Shap¬ 
iro remembers. “The stores were closed; 
the restaurants were closed. There were 
no characters, no parades, no fireworks. It 
wasn’t the Disney experience. 

“It sort of felt also that ‘Sure, after- 
hours, normal guests go home; you people 
can go in and do your thing.’ It felt like a 
late-night secret,” he adds. 

Gay Nights, though popular in the first 
half of the 1990s, faltered as patrons dis¬ 
covered Odyssey was only making piece¬ 
meal donations to charity. By 1998, Gay 
Nights ended and Gay Days began. 

The first Gay Days in Anaheim were 
modeled after those in Orlando: a smaller 
event advertised mainly by word-of- 
mouth, through gay businesses and on gay 


message boards on the nascent Internet. 
Disney’s corporate arm didn’t even know 
they were coming. 

“The first year,” Shapiro says, “all we 
did was hang out, wear red shirts and 
have fun walking through the park look¬ 
ing for the red. About 2,500 showed up.” 

After its initial success, Gay Days began 
to add other small events, such as cocktail 
gatherings and parties. By the second 
year, individual cast members who were 
friends with the organizers knew they 
were coming. By the fourth, organizers 
were working directly with the park. 

Cooperation between the organizers 
and the company steadily grew, as did the 
number of attendees. Today, everyone 
from employee groups to Disney’s record 
label, TV station and wedding-planning 
company is involved in some way. 

“Pride is an employee group in Disney 
and is a cash sponsor of the event, and 
they host a cocktail party,” Shapiro says. 
“D23 [Disney’s fan club] has had a table in 
our welcome center for several years. Fai¬ 
rytale Weddings is taking a table this year; 
a few years ago, gay people couldn’t even 
have a Fairytale Wedding.” 

While initial reaction to the event was 
mixed—in its first few years, other attend¬ 
ees would complain to Disneyland’s City 
Hall and write angry letters to the orga¬ 
nization—as society has advanced, so has 
public perception of Gay Days. 

“We got initially a lot of angry mail,” Sha¬ 
piro says. “But we also got mail from peo¬ 
ple, straight families, who were pleasantly 


surprised at what happened at Gay Days. 
They went in with a preconceived notion 
of what it was going to be like, thinking 
they were walking into Sodom and Gomor¬ 
rah. And then they found out that people 
[attending that weekend] are and were 
incredibly well-behaved and friendly.” 

And though the Disneyland Resort is 
flooded with red during Gay Days week¬ 
end (Shapiro expects more than 30,000 
attendees, and Disneyland normally sees 
approximately 50,000 guests per day dur¬ 
ing the season), everyone is welcome. The 
event has matured. Attendance has stayed 
steady at about 30,000, but the time spent 
at the resort gets longer and longer each 
year, and the types of events that Gay Days 
holds evolve more and more. 

This year, in addition to the dance par¬ 
ties and cocktail receptions, Gay Days is 
hosting multiple family events. Bob Gurr, 
a legendary Imagineer who designed 
many of the park’s original attractions, is 
doing a Q&A on what it was like to be a 
gay employee at the park’s inception. 

“I frequently get asked about why we 
don’t do an exclusive event where it’s just 
gay people,” Shapiro says. “I’m not inter¬ 
ested in that; segregation doesn’t interest 
me because that’s not the point. 

“We’ve very much wanted to have a 
mixing event, where we’re all there being 
our brand of family along with everyone 
else’s family,” he continues. “I believe 
we have the power to change hearts and 
minds; we have the power to show people 
that our families are just like theirs.” 


r oday, Crusader spends his time 
in Palm Springs, proofreading 
court transcripts. For a time, 
he was a self-styled civil-rights 
activist, challenging gender- and age- 
based discrimination in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. It’s because of him that men can go to 
Chippendale’s strip shows. Elliott contin¬ 
ues to eschew the spotlight, rarely making 
a comment when the case was active and 
disappearing from public life altogether 
after it ended. 

Talmo no longer takes civil-rights cases 
and retired from his law professorship at 
Western State in 2006. An enlarged copy 
of a $25,000 check for fees from Disney, 
complete with a smiling Mickey Mouse, 
still hangs in his workshop. 

This weekend, more than 30,000 gay men 
and women will visit the parks as oart of the 
19th annual Gay Days Anaheim. 

The Disneyland Crusader, Elliott 
and Talmo left behind is better for their 
efforts. The Tomorrowland Terrace is 
now used for the park’s Jedi Academy 
show, but a new dance floor has opened 
in Disney’s California Adventure. During 
peak attendance nights, the park holds 
its Mad T Party, an Alice in Wonderland- 
themed festival of lights, music and spec¬ 
tacle. Fans wait for hours for the show 
to begin and can dance with anyone they 
please: boys with boys, boys with girls, 
girls with girls, families together, strang¬ 
ers, friends, alone. 

And it’s all perfectly faaa-bulous.

Snuff This Cigar Quick 

A&O Kitchen+Bar has some things worth trying—and others not so much

L et me tell you about the first time 
something I ate at a restaurant 
made me... um, trip out. Yeah, 
that’s what I’ll call it. It was a des¬ 
sert served at the new A&O Kitchen+Bar in 
Newport Beach: The Tobacco & Whiskey 
Brulee looks innocent enough, served in a 
flip-top glass jar. But it isn’t; you have to be 
at least 18 to order it, as it’s actually made 
with tobacco. According to our waiter, a 
cigar is unfurled and its innards steeped in 
milk. That milk is used to make the custard, 
which is chilled inside the jar, then topped 
with a scoop of whiskey-infused chocolate 
mousse and bits of chocolate streusel that 
are scattered around like flicked cigarette 
ashes. Tastes like Grandpa’s shirt! They 
presented the dessert with a comically long 
spoon, and it was the last thing I ate that 
fateful Saturday brunch. 

Now, I should say that if you’re a smoker, 
it may not even give you much of a buzz. 
But if you’ve never had so much as a single 
puff of a cigarette in your entire life and 
you actually end up eating the whole thing 
by yourself... you will trip out. This is all I 
can say about my experience, for the sake 
of politeness and legal purposes—oh, and 
don’t order it. No way, no how—even if 
you’re a nicotine fiend. Luckily, the public 
restrooms in the posh resort in which A&O 
is located are nicely appointed—each stall is 
private and has a supply of rolled-up terry 
cloth towels, which I used to blot my fore¬ 
head after I was done... tripping out (that’s 
polite enough, right?). 

That’s not to say A&O Kitchen is a 
washout. There are other desserts, such 
as the Twisted Sisters—a sort of three¬ 
layered parfait with a marshmallowy salted 
caramel, chocolate pudding and pretzel 


crumble—that doesn’t leave bad feelings at 
the back of the throat as you eat it. Perhaps 
the Tobacco & Whiskey Brulee is just pub¬ 
licity bait, something to set A&O apart from 
a crowded gastropub market. Or perhaps 
it’s just something the restaurant offers 
to appeal to a moneyed crowd that may 
already belong to a cigar club. 

A&O is one of three restaurants at 
the Balboa Bay Resort and Club, which 
once hosted Bogey and Bacall, that had 
John Wayne on its Board of Governors, 
and stands as one of the last bastions of 
Old Orange County. One restaurant is 
a members-only place I’ve only heard 
stories about; Waterline is a formal res¬ 
taurant at which most entrees hover in 
the $30 range. Then there’s A&O, which is 
really just the hotel bar, set in a room that 
could’ve been open to views of the harbor 
if it weren’t blocked by a row of luxury 
yachts as big as houses. 

It was on A&O’s patio a week prior to 
the tobacco dessert incident that I had a 
more pleasant, sunset-lit supper. I tried a 
steamed halibut steak with a tomato-based 
Bloody Mary broth, shellfish, potatoes and 
one gigantic shrimp, all served dramati¬ 
cally with its butcher paper cocoon torn 
open and fuming—all in all, one of its better 
dishes. I also enjoyed the Pepperoni Pizza 
Fries, even if the dish tasted more as if it 
were just plain steak fries with nuggets of 
rendered pepperoni sprinkled on them, and 
less the “French fries that taste like pepper¬ 
oni pizza” description the menu promised. 

There were unremarkable chicken wings 
served with a notably good thimble of raita 
and pork-belly buns topped with an excess 
of damp coleslaw that’s nowhere close to 
even emulating the ones at David Chang’s 


Momofuku. And the Twisted Sisters. But 
the best part of that evening was feeling 
the cool breeze and watching the sky turn 
shades of purple as the day slowly turned 
into night. Next to us, a gaggle of blondes 
with chiseled dates lounged on an outdoor 
couch surrounding a fire pit. When the 
ladies weren’t sipping their martini glasses 
or snapping selfies, they passed around pret¬ 
zel bites served in paper bags. The rich are 
different from you and me... or something. 

I saw other parties ordering the Popcorn 
and Pig: popcorn, peanuts and scraps of 
bacon, all covered in sticky caramel that 
tastes as though pieces of jerky were mixed 
up with a stale box of Cracker Jacks. Bacon 
and pork is a recurring theme at A&O: 
chunks of it are in a macaroni salad with 
shaved celery, as well as in the mayo sauce 
slathered on a Kobe burger that’s unfortu¬ 
nately muffled by a too-thick bun. 

But let me cut to the dish I had before 
the tobacco dessert. It was the Ham & 

Egg Savory Cake—basically, muffin batter 
baked with bits of ham suspended in it and 
a poached egg the kitchen somehow man¬ 
aged to tuck in the dead center. When I cut 
into it, the yolk flowed out as a thick yellow 
lava, and I ate it with slathers of mustard 
and a simple arugula salad. It was a won¬ 
derful brunch dish that, admittedly, wasn’t 
as great the second time I had to taste it... 
if you know what I mean.

I Charles as editorial assistant LP and 
I went to lunch, "you're going to pay for 
our meal." 

"Its GREAT," Charles promised. 

"Trust me!" 

We were arguing about Le Diplomate 
Cafe, across the street from UC Irvine at 
the University Town Center. I had gone 
there years ago, looking for a review, and 
left disgusted. Charles, on the other hand, 
swears by it, alongside thousands of his 
fellow current and former Anteaters, as 
evidenced by the 4.5-star rating Yelp aver¬ 
aged from more than 1,300 reviews. Freakin' 
kids. All this over a sandwich shop that sells 
smoothies on the side? Yes. Le Dip (as the 
kids call it—freakin' kids) is so popular that 
it not only didn't suffer when a Lee's Sand¬ 
wiches opened just a couple of doors down 
some years back, but it also beat down the 
Vietnamese chain until it closed. WTF? 

LP and I entered Le Diplomat's tiny 
space—just some chairs, a pastry counter 
and combos. It functions as the Hoagie 
Haven (the legendary sandwich shop near 
Princeton University) of UCI, with dozens 
of sandwiches made with baked-in-house 
baguettes, all reflecting the school's mul- 
ticulti reality: banh mis, gyros, heroes and 
Italian subs. But the ones that Charles and 
his ilk go crazy over are French-inspired: 
chicken slathered in a garlic sauce out of 
Zankou s; another chicken version is given 
the cordon bleu treatment. And then there's 
the chicken/broccoli/mushroom combo, 
something that apparently leads to fights 
between its acolytes and people who think 
broccoli doesn't belong on a sandwich. 
Whatever the choice, Charles is right: All 
the sandwiches are wonderful, cheap and 
come in baguettes baked by whoever is the 
patron saint of baguettes. The lines never 
stopped while LP and I were there, and 
even the shakes were delicious, although I 
still want to know what's so dolphin about 
the Dolphin. 

When we returned to the office, I told 
Charles he won; he smiled the way only a 
confident cub reporter can. As a token of 
my appreciation, I got him a cream cheese 
croissant, buttery and flaky and just right. 

"Eh, it's okay," Charles replied. 

WTF? Freakin' kids, I swear.

Bread Like Rice 

Vietnamese baguette

V ietnamese baguettes are differ¬ 
ent from their European coun¬ 
terparts: The crust is crisper, so 
you get a nice crunch without 
having too much chewiness. The crumb is 
pillowy and airy, with a texture that’s more 
uniform and lighter than French baguettes. 
Think of it as bread for a people who grew 
up eating rice: You want your crumb to seem 
as much like rice as possible. 

The reason Saigon Bakery’s brand of 
Vietnamese baguette is so good is because its 
simplicity is so perfect. When bought fresh 
from the oven ($1 apiece, just slightly too 
hot to hold immediately), its crust crackles, 
and biting into it is like biting into a pillow. 
Perfect for snacking. And when it’s left to lie 


around for a little bit—maybe because you’re 
making banh mi? It’s perfect for that, too. 
The crust gets softer, the crumb toughens up, 
and it’s a perfect little blanket for your cured 
meats of choice. It is strong enough to keep 
everything together, but yields enough so 
you don’t accidentally pull out the contents 
of your entire sandwich while you’re eating. 

And you will be eating, whether the 
bread’s plain, served with butter and pate, 
or part of a full sandwich. Who knew water, 
flour and yeast could be so delicious?

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The Too-Good Bad Girl

Gone Girl is smartly crafted, well-acted—and a bit too slick

E verything about Gone Girl, David 
Fincher's adaptation of Gillian 
Flynn's enormously popular 
2012 novel about a deteriorating 
marriage and a wife gone missing, is pre¬ 
cise and thoughtful—it’s as well-planned 
as the perfect murder, with its share of 
vicious, shivery delights. 

But at the end of the perfect murder, 
all you're left with is a corpse, and that’s 
about all Gone Girl leaves you with, too. 
The story, as Flynn lays it out (both in 
her book and her adapted screenplay), is 
intended to be cold and perverse, a chilly 
bit of business exploring the ways in 
which men and women—or at least this 
particular man and woman—fail to com¬ 
municate. The movie, while entertaining 
and extremely well-crafted, is too self-con¬ 
scious about its depravity to be either truly 
disturbing or disturbingly funny. Ticking 
along with metronome-like efficiency, it's 
more slick than sick. 

Ben Affleck plays Nick Dunne, a 
frustrated husband and former big-city 
magazine writer who moved back to 
his Missouri hometown to care for his 
cancer-stricken mother. His mother has 
since died, and though he has forged a 
not-unsatisfying career running a local bar 
with his twin sister, Margo (Carrie Coon), 
the being-a-husband part has proven 
much harder. Nick just doesn't seem to 
like his wife very much, as he makes clear 
in the movie's opening voice-over, recited 
archly over a lingering shot of a woman’s 


very blond tresses: “I imagine cracking 
open her head, unspooling her brain, try¬ 
ing to get answers.” 

Brrr and then some. We soon meet 
this wife, Amy (Rosamund Pike), one of 
those gleaming, casually graceful beau¬ 
ties for whom the adjective patrician was 
invented. When Amy and Nick first met, 
in New York in 2005, they were blissfully 
happy; Amy recounts as much in a diary 
entry, written with a girly-girl pen topped 
with a furry tuft. Even the first few years 
of their marriage were joyful: In flash¬ 
back, we see them making love amid the 
shelves of a Manhattan used-book store. 
It’s hard to know if, in Fincher's hands, 
that's supposed to be funny, but no matter 
what, it’s enough to make you think twice 
about picking up that sweet little volume 
of Leaves of Grass whose only flaw is a few 
stuck-together pages. 

Now, though, as Nick and Amy hit their 
fifth anniversary, there's no glue between 
them beyond resentment. Still, in keeping 
with a tradition she began early in their 
marriage, Amy has planned a treasure 
hunt for her once-dear hubby. But even 
before he finds the first clue, he stumbles 
upon a miserable surprise: His wife has 
disappeared, leaving behind an unironed 
anniversary-date dress, a living room in 
shambles and a kitchen floor that looks 
clean to the naked eye but really isn’t. The 
cops pretend to help, but the detectives, 
played by Kim Dickens and Patrick Fugit, 
treat him as a suspect. Before long, the 


whole town hates him, particularly its 
XX denizens. “I’m so sick of being picked 
apart by women,” Nick grouses, presum¬ 
ably a sample of the misogynist tomcat pee 
he's been spraying around his wife these 
past few years. 

All is not as it appears—except it sort of 
is. If you’ve read the book, you’ll probably 
want to know that Fincher has honored all 
of its significant plot points, including the 
ending (even if he's taken minor liberties 
with tone). If you’re a Gone Girl virgin, you 
won’t care about that stuff, but it’s worth 
noting that Fincher—as you’d expect from 
the filmmaker behind Zodiac and the even 
better Girl With the Dragon Tattoo—man¬ 
ages to braid the novel’s Rapunzel-like 
strands into characteristically graceful 
plaits. You probably won’t know what will 
happen next until it actually happens. 

If you go to the movies to admire per¬ 
formances and craftsmanship, there’s 
plenty to go around: Affleck’s Nick struts 
through the movie like an Abercrombie 
& Fitch caveman—his shirts are all a little 
bit too tight, as if they can barely contain 
his muscles or his pride. Pike may not be 
quite as well-cast—she’s so marble-smooth 
that her fellow actors don’t so much inter¬ 
act with her as slide off all that polished 
golden surface—but maybe her coolness 
works in her favor. We’re not really sup¬ 
posed to know her, so her Sphinxlike ano¬ 
nymity doesn’t matter so much. 

But even though Gone Girl works hard 
to mess up our heads with all manner 


of he-said, she-said curlicues and fea¬ 
tures one grisly, blood-spraying murder 
sequence, it still doesn’t feel as dangerous 
as it should. The problem lies with the 
source material. (And here’s where you’ll 
want to stop reading if you’re not familiar 
with the novel.) Flynn’s clever plotting 
makes the book engaging. But the noir 
femme fatale she created leaves a lot—in 
fact, everything—to be desired. We hear 
this woman talk so much that we know 
exactly how and why she’s as bad as she is. 
The great femmes fatales—the characters 
played by Barbara Stanwyck in Double 
Indemnity and by Jane Greer in Out of the 
Past, to name just two—have been the cre¬ 
ations of men, irresistible dream girls onto 
which men can project their fears and 
longing. That’s what’s great about them: 
They’re bad for their own bad sake, and to 
watch them do their dirty work is at once 
thrilling and threatening and freeing. But 
Flynn’s anti-heroine is all motivation and 
not enough being. She’s bad because she’s 
angry, in that supposedly universal angry- 
woman way. And that can’t hold a candle, 
or even the flicker-flame of a gold-plated 
lighter, to being bad because it feels so 
damn good.

A WALK AMONG THE TOMBSTONES 

They've done it at last: made a Liam 
Neeson-stomps-some-ass flick where, as 
the credits roll, there's more to be glad you 
saw than Neeson himself. Based on one of 
those Lawrence Block novels that's pretty 
smart but also too invested in the mechan¬ 
ics of rape and torture, the movie's a grim 
beauty. Writer/director Scott Frank has 
crafted the kind of thriller that Neeson's 
brooding elder-toughs have deserved all 
along, a tense and prickly picture more 
interested in shoe-leather investigative 
work than in making a lark of brutal deaths. 
The case Neeson's on is yet another 
kidnapping, this time of the wife of a drug 
trafficker (Dan Stevens) who offers 40 
grand to Neeson's Matt Scudder to locate 
the perpetrators: goateed white boys, pale 
as the grubs under rocks, played by David 
Harbour and Adam David Thompson. Of 
course, Scudder finds they're up to much 
more than this one abduction, and Frank 
dutifully shows us flashes of his heavies 
engaged in the sexualized violence so 
common to bestselling crime novels. He 
suggests it rather than dwells, but what 
excuse is there for a scene of a rapist 
calmly demanding a woman choose which 
breast he won't slice off, especially in a 
film that otherwise never finds time for 
a woman to have a speaking part? That 
aside, the movie is rich in dark pleasures. 
Without sacrificing the momentum of the 
crime story, Frank and director of photogra¬ 
phy Mihai M laimare Jr, immerse us in long, 
static shots, sharply composed, where 
we see into one hollow of the billions rot¬ 
ted into the city—and are left to wonder 
what outside life might be pressing in on 
Scudder. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE BOXTROLLS The Boxtrollsis a kiddie 
charmer that makes you laugh, cower, and 
think of Hitler. That's an unusual trifecta, 
but then again, this is an unusual film. If 
the German Expressionists were skilled at 
stop-motion animation, they'd have already 
made it. This is cartoon Caligari, a fable set 
on a hillside village crammed with cobble¬ 
stone streets that look like old photographs 
of the Frankfort ghetto. The Boxtrolls 
themselves are monstrous creations: one 
part Nosferatu, one part hairless cat. We 
first spot one sprinting into the sewers 
with an infant—more on that boy in a sec¬ 
ond—but we're meant to love them, which 
for children into grody things is easy to 
do. The Boxtrolls munch on grubs, babble 
like babies and act like Legos, climbing on 
each other like staircases and, at night, 
nesting cardboard flap-to-cardboard flap 
like a hoarder's dream. Ten years ago, they 
took ownership of that human boy (Isaac 
Hempstead Wright), named him Eggs, 
and have raised him like a Boxtroll. Above 
ground, villainous Archibald Snatcher (Ben 
Kingsley) is using Eggs' abduction as an 
excuse to exterminate the Boxtrolls, which 
the film shows in a hushed, devastating 
montage of their cuddly cardboard cube 
shrinking night by night. This is a story of 
propaganda, genocide, suppression, servi¬ 
tude, and apathy. Here, a self-serving stage 
actress (also Kingsley) puts on a nasty 
play about how the Boxtrolls kidnap and 
kill children, and Annable and Stacchi cut 
to the crowd roaring for vengeance. The 
Boxtrolls asks questions that the 17 million 


German soldiers who fought in World War 
II apparently didn't—or couldn't—ask. How 
wonderful to find a cartoon for children 
that will. (PG) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

CANTINFLAS While Cantinflas the man 
was famous for irreverent, improvisatory 
comedy, Cantinflas the film is an uncriti¬ 
cal, stiff biopic. The only thing memorable 
about the film's depiction of Mexican movie 
star Mario "Cantinflas" Moreno's rise 
to mega-popularity is its bifurcated plot. 
Cantinflas begins in 1955 with the story of 
would-be Hollywood producer Michael 
Todd (Michael Imperioli) and his struggle 
to bankroll an adaptation of Around the 
World in 80 Days. Michael's search for 
international stars leads to a series of 
decades-spanning flashbacks revealing 
how young Moreno (Oscar Jaenada) 
transformed into the performer who saved 
Todd's film. Todd's half of Cantinflas \s 
consistently unbearable, since so much 
of it relies on viewers' ingrained hatred of 
Maurice (J.C. Montes-Roldan), Michael's 
cartoonishly haughty, effete (read: French) 
business partner. But Jaenada is pleasant 
enough to salvage the first half of Moreno's 
story, which focuses on his many triumphs 
over know-nothing detractors, like rival 
Manuel Medel (Esteban Soberanes). Sadly, 
Jaenada's not strong enough to carry 
Cantinflas once Moreno is famous—the 
film considers the star's accomplishments 
self-evident. He's treated like a saint for 
demanding a stronger actors' union, but 
we never learn why he cares about the 
union, outside of a screaming match with 
a corrupt politician. Worse still, Moreno's 
instantly forgiven for cheating on wife 
Valentina (Use Salas) even after he batheti- 
cally stands outside during a thunderstorm 
and cries upon learning she's infertile. By 
ignoring Moreno's wise-ass charms, and 
over-praising his appeal as an irrepressible 
underdog, Cantinflas wears viewers down 
with earnest hero worship. (PG) Simon 
Abrams. Countywide. 

THE EQUALIZER Before its regular-joe 
hero gets bitten by a radioactive equation 
and becomes the Equalizer, who's sort 
of the Rain Man of puncturing Russian 
mobsters' windpipes with corkscrews, 
Antoine Fuqua's eye-gouging, brain-drilling, 
crowd-pleasing latest gives you a reel or 
two to remember what movies felt like 
back when they were about people. Denzel 
Washington's Bob McCall toodles about a 
Home Depot-like store, helping customers, 
decked out in New Balance shoes and 
jeans so last-century you'll be looking for 
pleats. Fuqua shows him reading alone, 
and then contemplating the light through 
sheet-plastic curtains on a loading dock, 
the things thoughtful folks actually do but 
in Hollywood denote unmanly listlessness. 
Here's a man without a mission. As luck 
would have it, just after he tells a prosti¬ 
tute pal that he's now reading Cervantes, 
McCall gets some windmills to tilt at—and 
shoot and gut and let bleed out while deliv¬ 
ering hard-ass monologues. Russian pimps 
rough up his sex-worker friend, so McCall 
one-man-armies them in a howlingly crazy 
scene that's mostly too fast to make sense 
of. The contrast between friendly McCall 
and this murdering savant isn't played 
for laughs, really, but it is wildly funny. A 
heartbeat after one bloody triumph, McCall 
is beaming and sunlit and surrounded 
by flowers in his big-box store's garden 
department. It's like the producers decided 
the reason Larry Crowne bombed was that 
Tom Hanks never killed every motherfucker 
in the room. The badass pageantry offers 
pleasures, and is often mad and inventive, 
but it's tough to shake the loss: What does 


it mean when corporations get to be people 
but movie stars can't? (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

THE MAZE RUNNER It's tough to be a 
teen in 2014. When your parents' genera¬ 
tion went to the movies, they cracked up 
at sex comedies and John Hughes. Today, 
Hollywood wants you dead. Between 
Katniss' nightlock berries and The GiveTs 
daily dulling injection, you can literally 
pick your poison. In Wes Ball's The Maze 
Runner, a grim kiddie dystopia about a 
pack of boys who've woken up in the 
middle of a labyrinth with their memories 
wiped, the guys fear "being stung," 
an infection that turns the victim into a 
violent killer. According to leader Alby's 
(Ami Ameen) rules, the tribe must shove 
the stung into the Maze, a mechanical 
deathtrap filled with murderous metal 
spiders called Grievers and walls that shift 
so loudly that the sound design rattles the 
enamel off your teeth. A few members of 
the group have been selected as Runners, 
athletes who race through the halls trying 
to find the exit. The rest are content to stay 
safe in the center and accept their fate, 
even if that means expelling rebels who 
disrupt the status quo. Is the true enemy 
this all-testosterone Lord of the Flies 
clan? Nah, faulting your fellow kids is so 
1950s. For the millennials, adults gotta be 
to blame, even when we never see them. 
The Maze Runner is so bleak that it almost 
convinces us to take it seriously. Don't 
bother—James Dashner's original novel 
makes a lot more sense. But Ball gets all 
the genre beats right: adrenaline escapes, 
a hazy anti-corporate cynicism, and a 
hero (Dylan O'Brien) who is assured from 
the start that he's Very Special. Hey, who 
cares if today's kids survive a movie, as 
long as their egos are intact. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

NO GOOD DEED To paraphrase F. Scott 
Fitzgerald, the test of a first-rate intel¬ 
ligence is the ability to ogle Idris Elba when 
he takes his shirt off but also to cheer 
when a stay-at-home mom brains him with 
a fire extinguisher and stabs him with her 
keys. That seems to be the marketing psy¬ 
chology behind No Good Deed, a deeply 
stupid thriller that features the ladykiller as, 
well, a murderer of women. Elba is credited 
as an executive producer, as is Taraji P. 
Henson, who plays Terri, the good woman 
he menaces after spending a very long 
time getting to know her. Which means it's 
fair to hold Elba and Henson both at least 
partially responsible for the insulting con¬ 
descension that permeates this film. Even 
beyond Aimee Lagos' lazy script, the cast¬ 
ing and set decorating (which gives Terri a 
medicine cabinet full of weight-loss pills) 
suggest a cynical attempt to customize a 
movie for Black Women Who Are Afraid 
Their Husbands Might Have a Fling With a 
Skinny White Lady. We love thrillers—even 
inept, boring ones like No Good Deed— for 
the way they temporarily scramble our 
moral compasses. No Good Deed reaches 
those intoxicating heights of incrimina¬ 
tion for about 90 seconds: After Colin has 
abducted Terri and her children in her car, 
she manages to signal a passing police 
cruiser for help. The cop who pulls them 
over is a shaky rookie who might panic and 
shoot wildly into the car where a killer is 
hiding behind Terri's two babies. Suddenly 
Terri wants nothing more in the world than 
for the cop to go away and leave her to 
fend for herself with the murderer. (PG-13)

THIS IS WHERE I LEAVE YOU "I've spent 
my whole life playing it safe," whines 
Judd Altman (Jason Bateman), the middle- 


class milquetoast at the center of This 
Is Where I Leave You. Yes, well, so has 
director Shawn Levy, but on the basis of 
his latest vacuous trifle he has no appar¬ 
ent intention, as Altman does, of effecting 
a much-needed change. Doubtless there 
are more incompetent filmmakers working 
in Hollywood today, but I'm hard-pressed 
to think of a more uninteresting one: Films 
like Date Night and The Internship are 
feats of four-quadrant emptiness. The most 
charitable thing you can say about This Is 
Where I Leave You is that it is resolutely 
innocuous—a nothing of a movie, neutered 
and sanitary. Its subject, perhaps uninten¬ 
tionally, is the inexhaustible narcissism of 
affluent white people, who here mope and 
moan their way through various break¬ 
ups and infidelities. Rich people, the film 
suggests, suffer the same indignities in 
romance as the rest of us. Fair enough, 
but you may find it more difficult to extend 
your sympathies to Bateman's heartbroken 
cuckold when he begins cruising through 
the suburbs in his luxury convertible. 
Perhaps it's unfair to criticize This Is Where 
I Leave You for being too narrow in its 
conception of the world—one milieu is not 
inherently less valuable as a subject than 
any other, after all, and Levy is welcome 
to make films about whomever he prefers. 
But Consider Martin Amis' bafflement 
at the success of Four Weddings and a 
Funeral. "I can see that the upper classes 
might enjoy watching the upper classes 
portrayed with such whimsical fondness," 
he wrote in the New Yorker. "But why 
should it appeal to four hundred berks from 
Hendon?" (R) Calum Marsh. Countywide. 

TUSK If you can squeeze past TusK s 


excess blubber, it's easy to see that Kevin 
Smith—who enjoys a large online fan 
base, thanks in part to the podcast he 
does with longtime collaborator Scott 
Mosier—recognizes that the internet 
has opened up new channels for bad 
behavior and callousness. Tusk works 
hard, too hard, to be out-there: It wears 
its ambitions to become a midnight movie 
classic right there on its fat flipper. But 
there's something mournful beneath all its 
bluster. Tusk was inspired by a seemingly 
random news item that Smith first brought 
to light on the podcast: A homeowner had 
posted a notice offering free lodging to 
some lucky individual, with one catch: Said 
tenant would be required, now and then, 
to dress up as a walrus. Smith has taken 
this little squib and fleshed it out into a 
rambling tale of obsession and madness. 
Los Angeles-based Wallace (Justin Long) 
and Teddy (Haley Joel Osment) host a 
popular podcast. Intrigued by a handwrit¬ 
ten notice he spots in the men's room of 
a pub, Wallace ends up trekking out to 
Middle of Nowhere, Manitoba, to meet 
eccentric, crusty, wheelchair-bound former 
seaman Howard Howe (Michael Parks). At 
first Wallace is amused by Howe's Moby 
Dick-sized seafaring whoppers. Then, after 
imbibing too much spiked tea, he awakens 
to discover... Let's just say that if you're 
the least bit squeamish, you should have 
some idea of the mild ewkiness you're in 
for, though Smith, to his credit, doesn't 
have much of a taste for torture gross-outs. 
Wallace becomes a blob of a movie cen¬ 
terpiece, an idea in search of a film worthy 
of him. Tusk isn't quite it. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 
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straightforward punk graphics. Too many 
of the one-sheets suffer from activist logor- 
rhea, cramped and overloaded with copy 
but occasionally there’s a poster that forces a 
reaction. (Question: “How Many People Do 
You Need to Start a Revolution?” Answer: 
“There Are 15,000 Homeless People in San 
Francisco. Is That Enough?” A solitary figure 
posed in front of a shopping cart and holding 
an automatic weapon makes the response 
excitingly inflammatory.) 

Another poster of a sleeping man on 
a bench being prodded by a cop with 
a baton asks what the difference is 
between a prisoner of war and a home¬ 
less person. (Answer: “Under the Geneva 
Convention, a prisoner of war is entitled 
to food, shelter and medical care.”) Nili 
Yosha’s update of Norman Rockwell’s 
civil-rights painting The Problem We All 
Live With substitutes a small Latino boy 
for tiny Ruby Bridges, “Homeless Go 
Home” spray-painted on the wall behind 
him instead of the vile racial slur that 
appeared over Ruby’s head in the original. 

Spousal abuse as a reason for homeless¬ 
ness informs Neda Moridpour’s flawed 
video installation, The Sky Is Always Mine , 
No Matter Where I Am. Visitors, listening 
on headphones as a victim speaks about her 
experience, can wander through a small 
room, its benches and floor covered with 
cardboard. Using black lights, they can 


scan the walls for stats on abuse, or just sit 
and look up to the ceiling at projections 
of slowly moving clouds. Despite the best 
intentions, the piece feels sloppy: The stats 
are repetitious and hard to read because 
of ancillary light bleeding into the space, 
and the projections are only blue sky with 
a smattering of poorly framed clouds. To 
create a more thorough sense of living in a 
box, why not cover the entire room in card¬ 
board—save the projected area— instead of 
just the floor? 

Christine Hanlon’s epic oil paintings 
recall the literary worlds of John Steinbeck 
and Sinclair Lewis: A man rests under a 
tree in a small wooded glen, shopping cart 
and dog nearby, as 18-wheelers, abandoned 
property, loading docks and polluting fac¬ 
tories fill the rest of the vista. The second is 
on a city street, a half-dead woman sitting 
on the concrete at knee level, begging with 
coffee can in hand, but out of the sight line 
of the commuters rushing about her. 

The remaining work ventures into even 
more emotional territory. Jason Leith’s 
tender portraits of les miserables are 
sketched on found pieces of cement, junked 
furniture, wire and rusty metal, his accom¬ 
panying mini-bios treating the desperate 
religious mania of his subjects with respect 
and a gentle heart. Watching patrons of 
the San Francisco Opera step over people 


sleeping on the street, never question¬ 
ing the possibility they might be walking 
around dead bodies, inspired Malcolm 
McClay and the Coalition on Homeless San 
Francisco to create the 2001 Preventable 
Death Poster Project, slapping up life-size, 
numbered human figures at site-specific 
areas throughout the city where impover¬ 
ished people had perished on the street. 

It’s Miguel Ruiz’s Homeless Bench that 
most affected me: A bus seat, the outline of 
a man sleeping cut out of the back (where a 
billboard would usually be), a battered sign 
above quoting Los Angeles Municipal Code 
section 41.18, which prohibits people from 
sitting, sleeping or lying in a public space. 
The “No” in the sign has been defaced with 
spray paint. Straightforward and in your 
face—like the rest of Mace’s humble exhibi¬ 
tion—this revelatory piece neatly uses the 
physical absence of its subject to make our 
own version of los desaparecidos visible 
once more.

Homelessness as agitprop art inspiration in new Cal State Fullerton exhibit

T he homeless man sleeping in the 
courtyard of Cal State Fuller¬ 
ton’s Begovich Gallery is barely 
shielded from the elements by 
the sliver of shade he’s huddled under, the 
foliage failing to protect him from the sun 
and rain, the bleaching of his skin and the 
slow erosion of his finely carved face. Inside 
the gallery itself, a larger, bear-like bearded 
man lies on his back, eyes closed, using the 
hard wall behind him as a pillow, legs bent, 
hands resting idly near his open, beltless 
jeans. Move to the right to avoid him, and 
there’s a fat-assed policeman gesturing at 
a small, stooped woman carrying a green 
garbage bag of belongings, her few life com¬ 
forts shaded by a blue plastic tarp attached 
to a chain-link fence. 

Christopher Chinn’s semi-realistic 
ceramics are intended to be confronted 
outside, where and when least expected- 
life-size reminders of an ignored epidemic. 
Curated by Joanne Mace with detailed 
notes throughout, those memorable figures 
are just the first fingers in the eye viewing 
“Seeing the Invisible: Life on the Street,” a 
confrontational exhibition of work about 
homelessness from U.K. and U.S. artists. 

The nearby wall is devoted to eye-catch¬ 
ing agitprop posters—most from San Fran¬ 
cisco Print Collective—calling out apathy via

Fantasy League Hardcore 

Puig Destroyer are a virtual band making heavy shit for real baseball fans

R iley Breckenridge, best known 
as the drummer of Thrice, 
geeks out to baseball as much 
as he does to percussion. He’s 
in three fantasy leagues, one of which is a 
keeper league (games last several years!). 
He reads the Baseball Prospectus and 
verses himself in experimental statistical 
analyses of the game—SABRmetrics, for 
those in the know—as if he scouts players 
for Billy Beane’s Oakland Mathletics. 

The song “Centerfield” by John 
Fogerty, however, is a different matter. “I 
hate it,” he says. “It’s awful.” 

Rock & roll and baseball haven’t 
crossed paths much, which is kind of 
weird if you think about it, as both are 
distinctly American. Aside from “Center- 
field,” there’s one verse in Bruce Spring¬ 
steen’s “Glory Days” that mentions high 
school ball—and that’s about it. 

Breckenridge started Puig Destroyer 
last year as a tribute to Los Angeles 
Dodgers outfielder Yasiel Puig, a rookie 
sensation who would probably be play¬ 
ing halfback in the NFL if he were born 
anywhere but his native Cuba. The band’s 
extreme approach to hardcore thrash 
metal is intended to match the intensity 
at which Puig plays the game. “He’s 
incredibly raw, totally absurd, mostly 
out of control and freakishly talented,” 
Breckenridge says. “So he’s a lot like Puig 
Destroyer, except for that last part.” 

It was supposed to be a one-off project, 
a shits-and-giggles creative exercise for 
Breckenridge and a few of his musician 
pals who shared his baseball-nerd revelry. 
He had known vocalist Mike Minnick 
(Curl Up and Die) from touring in the 
early 2000s, and he met bassist Ian Miller 
on music discussion boards online. (Breck¬ 
enridge and Miller now co-host a weekly 
baseball podcast.) “Baseball was a huge 
bonding thing,” Breckenridge says about 
his touring days. “I’d have a hard time 
finding musicians who were into sports at 
all, and if they were, it wasn’t baseball. The 
usual response was ‘Ugh, sports.’” 

Filling out the lineup are Kowloon 
members Jon Howell on bass and Scott 
Evans, the band’s chief recording engi¬ 
neer. Puig Destroyer released two EPs in 
2013 and garnered enough cult interest 
for No Sleep Records (Minus the Bear, 
Manchester Orchestra) to back a self- 
titled, full-length effort, which went live 
Sept. 30. 

A virtual band, the members of Puig 
Destroyer don’t rehearse or write together 
in the same room. While Breckenridge 
lives in Orange County, Howell and Miller 
live in the Bay Area, and Minnick resides 
in Chicago. They create songs by sending 


one another stems from various recording 
software, building songs track by track, 
one idea on top of the other. “[The first 
two EPs] were very much first idea, best 
idea as far as writing went,” Breckenridge 
says. “It’s like, ‘Don’t overthink this; we’re 
not going to send files back and forth and 
back and forth.’ It was finished in a week 
or two.” 

For the upcoming LP, they used the 
same basic method, but they added some 
refinement to the process. “Because we 
hooked up with No Sleep, we wanted 
that first-idea, best-idea vibe, but we 
didn’t want to cancel out the ideas of revi¬ 
sions because there were actually people 
who were trying to help us put it out.” 

This meant tracks were passed around 
and touched up one or two more times; 
sometimes Breckenridge had to redo the 
programming on the drums—all of which 
he creates using Superior Drummer 
software. But all that did not bother him 
much when compared to other writing 
situations he’s been in. 

“The ‘Let’s play this verse 80 times until 


it works’? There is none of that,” he says. 
“Being able to do this without overanalyz¬ 
ing stuff is super-fun.” The challenge, he 
says, lies in staying within the concept: 
“When you’ve already written 12 or 13 
songs about baseball, writing another 20, 
you kind of just have to hope it makes any 
sense to anyone.” 

Breckenridge is a huge Angels fan, and 
the new record has a track dedicated to 
Halos outfielder/MVP Mike Trout, a 
bone-crushing grindcore anthem with 
a shout chorus refrain: “No doubt, Mike 
Trout, he can do anything!” There is also 
one for former Angels outfielder Mark 
Trumbo called “Trumbomb.” 

Trumbo, who is from Anaheim, hangs 
out with Breckenridge and Miller on 
occasion. “He’s super into heavy music 
and gear,” Breckenridge says. “He’ll talk to 
Ian and I about amps and drums and new 
bands. He’s a good friend, and we wanted 
to pay tribute to him. And he hits 480-foot 
bombs, the kind of extreme stuff we like 
to write about.” 

He admits that nobody in the band is 


really a Dodgers fan—Minnick’s and Mill¬ 
er’s allegiances reside with the Giants; 
and Howell, a Cleveland transplant, 
is a nominal Indians faithful. “My dad 
was raised as both a Dodgers fan and an 
Angels fan—back when the Angels were 
actually in LA—so, naturally, he raised 
me to be a fan of both teams as well,” 
Breckenridge says. “Apparently, a ton of 
folks have issues with that—you’re either a 
Dodgers fan or an Angels fan, I guess—but 
I never knew that to be the case, so to hell 
with that nonsense.” 

If it comes down to a Freeway Series 
in the the Fall Classic, Breckenridge is 
pulling for the Angels all the way—make 
no mistake about that. When asked if the 
band would tour should Puig become a 
world champion, he made it seem unlikely, 
but not out of the question. “We have 
never all been in the same room or the 
same city at the same time,” he says. “It 
would be a weird show because we have so 
many weird songs, and some of them are 
impossible to play. But that’s the point.”

Indie Rock With 
Nine Lives 

Wildcat! Wildcat! vow to never get old

T he video for Wildcat! Wildcat’s 
“Mr. Quiche” is a must-watch. 
Tyler Rumph directed it for 
one of the first Los Angeles 
indie-pop outfit’s tunes, and it features a 
giant feline-person realizing he is on the 
last of his nine lives, so he heads out to the 
LA streets to use up what are presumably 
his final hours: He break-dances, talks 
with strangers, buys goldfish. By the end, 
he’s slipping into a forest, apparently to 
end his own life before the world gets to 
him first. 

It’s a sad, striking clip that syncs with 
the tonal juxtapositions of Wildcat! 
Wildcatl’s music. It’s akin to experiencing 
a Ferris wheel ride as the park is about to 
shut down: There’s all this brightness and 
magic, but there’s all this darkness, as well 
as a sense of foreboding. Using sumptuous 
keyboard lines, carefully thumping drums 
and drifting vocals, the music rides a line 
between sunny and miserable. 

Drummer/vocalist Jesse Carmichael 
enjoys that dichotomy, too. “[Our music 
is] kind of a through-line to the people we 
are overall: very emotional, very sensitive 
guys who have gone down roller coasters 
of depression and various forms of mental 
and emotional trouble,” the 30-year-old 
says. “But then we also have extremely 
high highs and very amazing moments of 
joy and happiness together.” 

Taking their name from a reference in 
The Royal Tenenbaums, Wildcat! Wildcat! 
started in 2012, but their true history dates 
back to a moving day in the late 1990s. 

A teenage Carmichael asked a friend to 
help him move from Moorpark to Thou¬ 
sand Oaks, and that buddy brought along 
one of his friends: future keyboardist/ 
vocalist Michael Wilson. In high school, 
Carmichael and Wilson became friends 


with bassist/vocalist-to-be Jesse Taylor. 
The guys went through musical phases 
together—pop-punk, hardcore, emo, 
classic rock—and stayed in touch as they 
played with various projects. Eventually, 
they came together to make music for fun. 
After playing their first show, they threw 
a couple of songs onto Soundcloud and 
were eventually noticed by blogs. “Next 
thing you knew, we were kind of like, ‘Oh, 
this is a real band now. People actually 
care about what we’re doing, so we should 
keep going,”’ Carmichael says. 

Wildcat! Wildcatl’s sound was some¬ 
thing they stumbled onto during early 
recordings. Wilson worked with an “old, 
pretty shitty keyboard” instead of a proper 
piano, and Carmichael didn’t have enough 
space to set up drums in his loft, so he 
would program beats using the music 
software Logic. But those limited means 
led to a spareness and airiness that works 
with their music. 

Although the road to Wildcat! Wildcat! 
might seem long, the group are still young. 
No Moon at All, their debut record, just 
landed in August. And Carmichael—as 
well as Wilson and Taylor—plan to keep 
going. “We all grew up having music [as] 
such a huge, emotional influence on our 
lives,” he says. “[To] keep making music 
that makes people feel something and 
makes people connect with it... If you 
can do that, then you can keep going until 
you’re dead.”

Freaky Blues 

T here's a strange world swirling inside Nicker 
Jones. For the first few minutes of our recent 
lunch conversation at Memphis Cafe in Costa 
Mesa, he gazes down intently at his shrimp 
po'boy sandwich with a smirk on his face. 

"It's hard talking about myself," the 
24-year-old says shyly. "This is actually one of 
my first interviews." 

But you can sense the wheels of creativity 
spinning, even when he's not saying much. Of 
course, anyone who has seen Jones live knows 
it's usually his manic, blues-fueled freakouts and 
ankle-breaking dance moves that do the talking 
when he's onstage. 

At the same restaurant, during a show on the 
back patio a few nights prior, the crowd's eyes 
were glued to him during his 30-minute set. His 
lower body wiggled as though wet spaghetti as he 
howled, sweated and strummed to a prerecorded 
backing track for "What Do You Want Me to Do?" 
He sported calf-high athletic socks, tight-laced 
black Chucks and a vintage green military field 
jacket. His thick, curly pompadour (an ode to leg¬ 
endary piano-banging rocker Esquerita) kept solid, 
not a hair out of place. The exaggerated quivering 
of his rockabilly crooning echoed from crackling 
PA speakers as people clapped along in the light 
of flickering candles. 

Over the past year, Jones has done his best 
to channel the bizarre films inside his head into 
songs. Imagine strange, old-school Looney Tunes 
dreamscapes soundtracked by Sun Ra, Cab 
Calloway and Captain Beefheart, and you've got 
a good idea of Jones' inspiration. 

Before moving to Irvine to live with his fiancee, 
Gianna Gianna (of BLOK fame), Jones wasplaying 
in experimental rock bands around San Pedro. 
Eventually, he opted to ditch the groups and go 
solo. He recorded all the instruments himself,

playing over the amalgam with his twangy strum¬ 
ming. For Jones, this strange format made writing 
a lot easier, even if the songs themselves became 
more intricate. 

"I've been in bands before, but I always felt 
limited, like my vision wasn't coming out right," 
he says. "And with this, I have the control. I can 
use any instruments I want, and there's no limit to 
what I can do." 

The rubber-band bass lines and plucky guitar 
over sparse percussion on "Kiss of Death" is a 
great example of how conventional instruments 
are given a hypnotic, creepy feel in his hands. 

Though Jones is relatively new to OC and hasn't 
expressed much interest in trying to fit in, we're 
pretty sure he couldn't even if he wanted to. Actu¬ 
ally, that's part of his charm. The Continental Room 
in Fullerton, Adele's in San Clemente and the back 
patio of Memphis are sufficient outposts for his 
music lately. Jones doesn't care where he plays as 
long as it's in close quarters, where people are able 
to let go of reality and freak out with him in the dark. 

"There's a horror or nightmarish aspect to 
my music. It's fun to mess with when you're 
mixing all these different kinds of music 
together," he says, grinning. "Hopefully, people 
dig it, but I guess the fact that I do is what's 
important, ya know?"
